Whaf rore charm there is in this unique 
cottage with its strong Dutch colonial 
influence. Of course the first thing that 
catches your eye is that highly orna- 
mented stoop, making such a pleasing 
contrast with the simple, plain masses 
of wall around it, and the broad, simple 
roof. But the stoop isn't the only bril- 
liant touch of originality in the design. 
Note that the arch in relief in the top 
half of the door is artfully repeated in 
the chimney. The cornice over the liv- 
ingroom windows, too, is a unique bit 
of decoration. 

The diningroom-livingroom arrange- 
ment gives you a straight vista through 
the house to the back garden as you 
step inside the entry. A crowning touch 
of color is the double china closet, all 
glass, that flanks the exit from the din- 
ingroom into the garden. 
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The DUNCAN 



This is one of the mosf beautiful exteriors you 
will ever see. The painted dove-toil siding 
over a stucco dado, trimmed with stucco at 
the right-hand end of the house; the sweep- 
ing roof, with the hipped gable over the 
front wing; the lattice-worlc shutters; even 
the brick steps, all are balanced and har- 
monized to exactly the right proportions. 

The floor-plan shows the house to be as 
economical and efficient as it is beautiful; 
the bedrooms In one wing, a generous living- 
room made even more spacious by a dining- 
room that leads out to the boctc garden. For 
economy, the house is built almost exactly 
"on a square." 



The TARZANA 

Here's an out-and-out modern residence, built 
for convenient living and entertaining. The liv- 
ing-diningroom is oriented toward the rear of 
the lot, inviting the family to make an outdoor 
home out of its back garden. A fully-furnished 
patio, with barbecue, outdoor furnitur.e and all, 
goes naturally with this house. 

Livingroom and diningroom are deliberotely 
designed as one unit in this house, with the 
dining area set apart from the livingroom only 
being in an ell handy to the kitchen. The privacy 
of the rear of the house is not violated even by 
deliveries, which are made at the front where 
the service porch and kitchen are located, han- 
dy to the garage which can thus be used as 
an indoor work-area. 
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The WOOSTER 

Here's a most unusual small home (1060 
sq. ft.) filled with highly original features. 

Notice first the livingroom. It is gener- 
ous in size, and occupies the entire heart 
of the house, from front to back. With two 
big windows facing front, practically an 
all-glass wall facing the back patio, and 
o snug fireplace amidships, the livingroom 
is a pleasant place to live winter or sum- 
mer. Entering the livingroom, you step 
around a double turn, which is good; for, 
as we see it, the reason for an entry is to 
stop guests for a moment of greeting be- 
fore bringing them Into the livingroom. 
This house boasts both a dinette and a 
nook, and if you like a big bedroom, there 
it is!— 14 by 11 ft. 
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The MARSHALL 

This attractive and convenient over-the-garage 
triplex plan yields tv^o one-bedroom apart- 
ments and one tv^o-bedroom apartment on the 
ground floor that contains as much floor-space 
as many a small separate house. No doubt 
about it, the garage arrangement is the most 
convenient that can be designed. With the stair- 
ways on either side of the building, the tenants 
get maximum privacy. The dinlng-kitchen ar- 
rangement in the rear apartment is attractive 
and efficient.

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The BAUER 



This attractive little house can be built on a very nar- 
row lot, for It measures only 27 ft. across the front. 
Yet in its 1080 sq. ft. it has a good-sized diningroom, 
roomy kitchen and nook, and two bedrooms. The liv- 
ingroom and diningroom, which adjoin and are the 
same width, can be made into one big living-dining- 
room with proper furnishing. That big nook, with its 
big window looking out on the patio, can be made 
almost the most attractive spot in the house by land- 
scaping the patio to make a fine view. 

The front elevation is pleasing in its restrained mod- 
ern simplicity, and the modern feeling of the house is 
accented by the bull-nose window openings. The hip 
roof over the front makes for a compact, tidy appear- 
ance. The semicircular canopy over the doorstep, re- 
peated in the front steps, is a touch of good design. 

The garage is detached, which allows plenty of 
space for the efficient service porch. Note the hip 
roof effect over the garage, harmonizing with the 
house itself. 





The LESLIE 
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This house is a little gem — small and economical to 
build, yet crammed with clever and charming design 
features. Look at the front elevation first. The board- 
and-bat porch, contrasting graciously with the stucco 
of the main body of the house, gives the exterior a 
variety that few small houses can boast. The low 
windows in the livingroom and front bedroom make 
all the difference in the world in achieving the right 
balance and proportions. Then notice such refine- 
ments as the milled decoration of the porch cornice 
and the graceful columns supporting the porch roof. 

Inside the house, one of the most attractive fea- 
tures is that fireplace, placed between the diningroom 
and livingroom. The architect takes advantage of the 
thickness of the chimney to make a thick, narrow arch 
between the diningroom and livingroom, by providing 
a pilaster of the same thickness as the chimney for 
the opposite side of the arch. 
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The ACACIA 



This charming cotfage is in modernized English style, with 
its high gabled roof and heavy chimney. The bedroom 
window is embellished with a typical Georgian horn 
decoration, and the livingroom window with shutters, 
which nowadays are more for decoration than protection. 

The arrangement of the livingroom and diningroom is 
one you see in so many house plans — the reason being 
that it is one of the best possible arrangements for those 
rooms. Entering the house you look right through both 
rooms and out on the patio, which should of course be 
landscaped with just that view in mind. The house, for 
all its rambling look from the front, is built almost on 
a square, for economy. 
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The EMERALD 



Here's a h'ouse designed for an uneven lot — a plan that 
takes advantage of differences in level. 

The house is narrow, v/ithout being the least bit crowded. 
The livingroom and diningroom are as big as you will find 
in a house of comparable overall size, and they are divided 
only by a snug arch formed by the chimney and a pilaster 
of equal thickness opposite. 

The kitchen has worlds of. work-space, and is scientifical- 
ly planned to save work. Food comes in the porch door, is 
either stored in the handy refrigerator or placed on the 
equally handy work-space for cleaning. It moves to the 
range to be cooked, to the work-space to be served, and 
out through the diningroom door. Mo woste steps. With a 
kitchen like that, the lady of the house will save several 
days' work in the course of o month.

Here's a real dream house for a family that 
needs three bedrooms and two baths — or 
wants two bedrooms and a truly wonderful 
den.
